In his 12 years of military service he was 
promoted through the infantry ranks from 
private to captain. He is qualified as a 
master parachutist, underwater demo- 
litions swimmer, mountaineer, aircraft 
pilot, and flight instructor. He has re- 
ceived various awards and decorations for 
his military exploits. 
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In early 1963, Ayers was selected by. 


the Department of Defense for a sensi- 
tive, undercover assignment with the 
U.S. Central Intelligence Agency. Upon 
completion of this top secret mission in 
late 1964, he resigned his Army commis- 
sion. He was honorably discharged and in 
1965 organized his own air charter com- 
pany.
